with Guzwic. 
Brown died of a gunshot wound 
in his head on thc daj of *he oat- 
break.

Africa. Plans call for the building 
of harbors, roads, towns, hospitals 
and possibly 
the 
organization of 
steamship lines. 


A 
two-thousand 
acre - British 


. rubber plantation has already been 
purchased to serve 
mainly as a 
nursery for the larger plantations 
to be located- on the most suitable 
land. A harbor will 
be built at 


Monrovia, capital of the negro re- 
public. 


Liberia has no shipping facilities 
and now loads and 
unloads 
with 
the help of surf boats, but 
since 


five or six years will be required 
to bring the new plantations 
to 


maturity, this method will 
take 
care of production until a great 
breakwater can be constructed.

contemplated when the organiza- 
tion has re-ached its full stride. The

Statesman at Home Near 


Indianapolis. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 
15.— (By 


the Associated Press >—Samuel M. 
Ralston, 67, junior United States 
senator from Indiana and veneiated 


died at his estate "Hoosier home.' 
near here, last night, after an ill- 
ness of six weeks. 


Death came to the senator after 


twenty-two hours of unconscious- 
ness climaxing- an attack of luae- 
mic poisoning which had confined 
the senator to his bed since Sep- 
tember 5, and which had impaired 
his health since eaily this year. 


Mine runner m his early youth, 


Ralston farmed and taught school 
before turning to law which opened 
a political career and brought him 
in 1912 to the governorship of In- 
diana and in 1922 to the United 
States senatorship. 


Governor Four Years. 


After four years in the governor's 


chair, Ralston had 
retired 
from 


politics and it was only at the be- 
hest of close friends that he re- 
turned to the arena in 1922 as the 
party's nominee against Albert J 
Be\endge, 
republican 
candidate 


who had defeated Senator Harry 
New, now postmaster general, in 
the 
primaries 
Ralston's 
"victory 
gave an impetus to Indiana democ- 
racy which put him forward last 
year as a candidate for the demo- 
cratic presidential nomination. 


At the New York com ention in 


1924 his fortunes were in the hands 
of Thomas Taggart, 
democratic 


leader and 
long time 
personal 


fi lend of the senator who insisted 
on presentation of his name over 
Ralston's cmn stienuous objection 
"When it appeared that his nomin- 
ation would offer an egress from 
the McAdoo-Smith deadlock, ho\v- 
e^ei, and support began to rally 
to him, Ralston Immediately or- 
dered withdrawal ot his name, con- 
fiding to Taggart that his health 
ivas so precarious as to preclude the 
possibility of a strenuous campaign 


Poorly For Several Years.

ston's health has not been sound 
and he had been 
compelled 
to 


abandon the rugged outdoor life

In freeing America from the menace of British 


rnonoply in the rubber industry Mr. Firestone is per- 
forming a notable service to the people of this coun- 
try. How serious this can be may best be judged by 
recalling the recent war.

NO MORE MONEY NEEDED. 
Press dispatches are to the effect that a pre- 


ponderance of the members of the Nebraska Good 
Roads association in attendance at the convention at 
Kearney are in favor of a state bond issue for the 
purpose of extending the work of highway construc- 
tion, so that the entire state may be blanketed. This 
idea was broached at the time the present plan was 
outlined, but was quickly dropped when it became 
apparent that the people would not be friendly to it. 
That it was only laid aside for the time being, how_ 
ever, is to be seen from the fact that it was the fore- 
most topic of conversation among those attending 
the Kearney meet. 


It is safe to predict that the roads boosters will 


get no farther at this or any future time with a bond 
proposal than they have in the past and it is not 
because the people of Nebraska are not in favor of 
good highways. ^ They do want good roads and they 
are quite "well satisfied with the manner in which 
they arc getting them. 
The address delivered by 


State Engineer Cochran at Kearney showed that un- 
der the present system conuacts have been let this 
year for 4*6 miles of grading, including culverts and 
smaller drainage structures; 915 miles of 
gravel 


surfacing, 20 miles of hard surface paving and seven 
bridges. 


After the first of the year the state will have 


at Irast $3,000,000 per year for construction and $1,- 
800,000 per year for maintenance, besides that which 
goes to the counntics. 
The people of Nebraska, it 


is believed, n-ill consider that these sums constitute 
a sufficient amount to be spent in one year for these 
purposes. 
They -will not consent that tremendous 


funds bo placed in the hands of enthusiasts to be 
spent right and left, inciting to log rolling and the 
dissipation of money in places which can well wait 
until those in greater need are taken care of. 


If there is any one thing that the people of Ne- 


braska are proud "of it is the fact that this state has 
no bonded indebtedness. 
That they are going to 


continue to point with pride to that fact should be 
apparent 
For this state to issue its bonds would 


require an amendment to the constitution, which pro- 
vides that the commonwealth shall never incur debt 
in an amount in excess of $100,000. 
Nothing is 


more certain than that the people will never vote 
to amend the fundamental law in this respect.

In his home state, the death of Senator Rnl.<" 


will occasion greater sorrow although he had be- 
come a national figure and was universally 
IOVLU 


and reverenced. 
But Indiana, with all of her fine 


traditions, has had a habit of bestowing a greater 
measure of affection upon her public men than is 
found in most of the states of the union. 
There 


seemingly has been engendered a greater love and 
respect for those who serve the commonwealth. 


Senator Ralston was the grand old man of In- 


diana democracy. 


After a conspicuously successful.private career, 


he had permitted his name to go before the voters of 
the state as a candidate for governor and triumphed 
in a normally republican state by an amazing ma- 
jority. He served four years and then followed his 
inclinations to retire to o.ivil life. 
But in 1922 the 


voters of Indiana revolted against the rule of Harry 
New, and selected Albert Be'veridge as the republican 
:andidate for the senate. 
Now Afr. Kiveridge is one 


of America's greatest constitutional lawyers. A great 
orator, antl student, a formidable cand'ate under 
any circumstances. 
The democratic party of Indiana 


decided to pit ex-Governor Ralston against him, and 
in the election which followed, the voters were called 
upon to decide between two men who had served 
the state with notable distinction- 
It was a triumph 


for Ralston. 


In the national convention of fho democratic 


party in 1924, Ralston came to the front as a com- 
promise candidate, but upon his own initiative in- 
structed Tom Tag-gart, the leader of the Indiana 
delegation, to withdraw it. 


Senator Ralston was one of 


was essentially a kindly man. 


the old school. He 
He did not need- 


lessly inflict hurts and pain but when it came to 
making a. decision, he could be firm. 
He had a 


scrupulous regard for the problems of the masses 
but in spite of his sympathies in -this direction, there 
was nothing demagogic in hlsvpublic statements or 
in his official actions.

College Proves 


Cheaper to Feed 


Hogs on Pasture 


(Associated Press) 


Pasture fed hogs produced pork 


$2 per hundred pounds 
cheaper 
than dry lot porkers in a summer 
feeding experiment just completed 
at the. Nebraska 'agricultural col- 
lege experiment station. 
Tankage consumed by the 
pig's 


on pasture was only half as great 
at that used by the dry lot feeders. 
Professor \f. J. Loeffel said in an- 
Bouncing1 the results of the test. 
Corn consumption was 
higher on 
pasture. 
However the pasture fed 
hogs weighed 10 to 20 pounds more 
at the close of the experiment, and 
on the basis of the corn consumed 
per hundred pounds gain, were more 
economical. In spite of the pasture 
charge of one-half 
cent 
per pig 
daily, the pasti-re fed pigs produced 
one hundred pounds of gain more 
cheaply than those fed in dry lots. 


Alfalfa, sweet clover, rape an<S 
Sudan grass pastures showed up 
well in the test,'Professor Eoeffcl 
said, although sweeping compari- 
sons should not be 
made on 
trie 
basis of the one-year test. 
Charging 
corn 
a.t 98 cents a 


bushel and tankage at $75 per ton, 
alfalfa and sweet clover showed an 
advantage of about 40 cents 
per 
hundred pounds over Sudan grass 
as pasture. The greater perman- 
ence and soil building qualities to- 
gether with the longer pasture s*ea- 


son make alfalfa and sweet clover 
even more desirable than the strict- 
ly annual forage crops, ho said. 
.. One lot of pigs W/IB fed a hoiue- 
mlxcd feed of 20C pounds each of 
ground corn, oats and 
shorts, 15 
pounds of tankage, C pounds of salt 
and 
(5 pounds of bonemcal. 
This 


feed was charged at 
the rate of 
$t.73 per hundredweight, allowing 
12 cents per hundred for grinding. 
AVhile the feed consumption 
was 
high on this lot, the .gain also was 
the highest of the series. Consider- 
ing this rapid gain, air. Loeffel said 
the feed cost was not excessive. It 
is planned to present the results of 
the feeding trial 
before 
livestock 
men of the state for discussion dur- 
ing the annual fall feeders day at 
the college, October 23.
